10 did not know that he bad died 
from the effects of the inju ries he 
had receiv ed in action, as the fol­ 
lowing letter 
from

ten from Lu x embu rg on Febru ary 
10, indicates.

Dear Mr. Lav elle: 


As I was beside y eu r son when he 
was so u nfortu nately

Nov ember 1 , I am anx iou s as are the 
rest of the g u n crew to which lie be­

g etting along . 
My men saw that first aid was ad­ 
ministered promptly 
to y ou r son 
when he was hit, and placed him in 
an ambu lance, bou nd for a hospital 
withou t delay .

wou ld like to know how ho fared 
after reaching the hospital.

him that Van Lear and Wing were 
wou nded by the same shell.
